Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: During the course of the interview, claims 8 and 10 were discussed 
as they relate to the prior art of record. Specifically, Applicant's representative, Ms. Rinaldo explained that amending 
these claims to include "visible all the time" limitation would overcome the prior art of record. However, examiner has 
indicated to Ms. Rinaldo that the GB Patent No. 1 ,322,274 appears to meet the structural limitations of the claims.
